Smith, Returns Crown — No Successor 
to Be Named Till Néxt Year. 


The jeweled crown of the Veiled 
Prophet's Queen, which the 
Prophet thought he was bestowing 
upon Miss Mary Ambrose Smith at 
the ball in the Coliseum, Oct. 3, 
has been returned to him by the 
former Miss Smith, who was at the 
time of her coronation and for sev- 
eral weeks before had been Mrs.

LONDON'S SWEPT 
BY SEVERE STORM 


Many Buildings Unroofed, Win- 
dows Shattered, Signs 
Blown Down.

LONDON, Oct. . 23.—Unroofed 
ouildings, shattered glass and fallen 
masonry today marked the path of 
a windstorm that swept upon Lon- 
don last night with a violence rare- 
ly experienced in England.

NEW YORK, Oct. 23.—Winding 
up his Eastern campaign at a big 
Republican rally at Madison 
Square Garden last night, Herbert 
Hoover hit directly at Gov. Smith's 
proposals respecting prohibition, 
farm relief and electric power, His 
attack was part of an address built 
around the central) idea that the 


Government should keep out of 
business. 
Hoover was preceded on the 


program by Vice President Dawes, 
who, in his first. speech of the 
campaign, said that the only real 
issue before the people was “the 
maintenance of prosperity.” 

In- a similar key Hoover de- 
clared that the nation had grown 
great through its encouragement 


of individual Initiative, and he 
asked that no step be taken “to- 
ward the abandonment of our 


American system and a surrender 
to the destructive operation of 
governmental conduct of commer- 
cial business.” 

“Because,” he continued, “the 
country is faced with difficulty 
and doubt over certain national 
problems—that is, prohibition, 
farm relief and electrical power— 
our opponents propose that we 
must thrust government a long way 
into the businesses which give rise 
to these problems. In effect, they 
abandon the tenets of their own 
party and turn to state socialism 
as a solution for the difficulties 
presented by all three. 

Opposes Smith's Proposals. 

“It is proposed that we shall 
change from prohibition to the 
State purchase and sale of liquor. 
If their agricultural relief program 
means anything, it means that the 
Government shall directly, or in- 
directly, buy and asell and (fix 
prices of agricultural products.

This was the first time that the 
candidate in any of his speeches 
had specifically taken note of his 
opponent's program.

the “real and overshadowing issue” 
in the presidential campaign and 
will receive the ballots of the 
“average voter,” Vice President 
Charles G. Dawes declared here 
last night at the Hoover rally. 

Prohibition is not an issue, he 
asserted, and “Democratic guccess 
would plunge that party into utter 
confusion in carrying out a legis- 
lative program when, upon prohi- 
bition, the chief executive would 
be out of sympathy with the party 
platform, and upon the tariff, the 
rank and file of the party would 
be out of sympathy with the plat- 
form.” 

As to farm relief—-a-subject on 
which the Vice President, through 
his support of the principle of the 
McNary-Haugen bill, has been at 
odds with the President and Mr. 
Hoover—the speaker made a cale- 
fully worded statement. 


Farm Relief Not gt Issue. 

“Again,” he said on this trouble- 
gome point, “the existence. of that 
dominant issue of prosperity ften- 
ders it useless where both partics 
have pledged themselves in their 
platforms to attempt farm’ relief, 
to hope that either the economic 
principles or details of any par- 
ticular measure ,to effect it can 
become a major issue in this cain- 
paign. The average voter senses 
this.”’ 

He praised the Republican nom- 
inee as a man well fitted to keep 
the country prosperous. 

“The campaign is nearing its 
close,” he remarked in opening his 
speech. “The two party platforms, 
both of them too long and argu- 
mentative perhaps to have been 
carefully read and considered by 
the majority of our voters, have 
been presented and discussed. We 
are hearing from the partisans of 
both sides the strong and incon- 
sistent claims which are always 
incident to the close of a national 
contest. The confusion of appeals 
thickens. 

The Dominant Question. 

“If the average citizen, in voting, 
made up his mind as to his duty by 
mentally weighing the opposing ar- 
guments, he too might be confused 
in reaching his decision, but he 
does not do so. On the contrary, 
as the argument becomes more 
voluminous and acrimonious, his 
mind becomes clearer, for he is 
applying his common sense to the 
situation. The average man will go 
to the polls on Nov. 6 with some 
one great consideration in his mind 
which determines his vote—not a 
half a dozen considerations. When 


- sasked, he will be able to state that 


consideration in a few words and 
those words will be his interpreta- 
tion of the common sense of the 
situation. If one can now define 
what the common sense of the sit- 
uation is as visualized by the av- 
erage man, he will have stated the 
argument most acceptable to voters 
as a guide to decision. In addition 
he will be brief, for common sense 
demands brevity. 


“Common sense telis that the 
real and overshadowing issue in this 
campaign, urged by the instincts 
and uppermost in the consciousness 
of the average voter, is the issue 
always dominant when tranquillity 
and prosperity exist in the country. 

“That issue is the maintenance 
of prosperity. 

“Now, the average voter real- 
izes that the maintenance of pros- 
perity depends-upon the mainte- 
nance of general confidence. 

“Except for a short period during 
times of panic, when a loss of con- 
fidence induces active but disas- 
trous liquidation, what we call 
prosperity is simply activity in ex- 
change of goods and services based 
upon confidence. The average man 
senses the dangers of impairing 
general confidence by a changing of 
governmental administration in a 
period of prosperity. The slightest 
reflection on his part upon the sit- 
uation suggests immediately what 
he feels = instinctively—that a 
change in administration means 

confusion and change in govern- 
mental programs and policies, and 
that, in turn, means the passing of 
confidence which is the very foun- 
dation of our present national pros- 
perity and comparative industrial 
and social peace. 
No Prohibition Issue. 

“Of course, discussion of the 
many collateral issues presented by 
the platforms and of other issues 
outside of platforms which candi- 
dates in their speeches may endeav- 
or to inject into the campaign, will 
influence many voters pro and con, 
but not the average voter of whom 
I am speaking. 

“Consider the question of prohibi- 
tion. Many will vote in the elec- 
tion one way or the other with this 
im mind, but when the platforms

of the United States, the average 
citizen will not regard it as an is- 
sue which should determine his 
vote. As a result of the expres- 
sions of Gov. Smith, adverse to 
prohibition as a national policy, 
some dry Democrats may vote for 
Mr. Hoover and some wet Repub- 
licans may vote for Mr. Smith, 
their votes tending to offset each 
other.

Prosecutor Says Accounts | 
Were Opened by Boot: | 


leggers Who Deposited 


Under False Names. |

PHILADELPHIA, Oct. 23.—Dis- |, 


trict Attorney Monaghan, who is | 
directing a grand jury investigation 
of gang murders, liquor runners 
and police bribery, is curious about 
15 bank accounts in which deposits 
of more than $10,000,000 were 
made in one year under fictitious 
names. 

The prosecutor said today he 
thought the accounts were opened 
by bootleggers and that he was 
endeavoring to learn whether there 
was any, police connection with 


them. | 


All of the accounts were in the 
Union Bank and Trust Co. and, 
with one exception, they were 
closed prior to 1928. The one re- 
maining after that date was under 
the name of Charles Satterson. It 
contained deposits of $37,098.35, all 
of which was withdrawn by Jan. 
25 of this year. 

John S. McCulloch, president, 
been questioned by the grand jury, 
but none of them was able ta 
throw any light on the identities 
of the depositors. 

One of the accounts showed de- 
posits of $1,820,799.99 between 
April, 1925, and January, 1926; an- 
other totaled $1,714,616 between 
December, 1925, and July, 1926; a 
third showed a total of $1,515,272 
between July, 1926, and February, 
1927, and another $1,317,860.14 be- 
tween January and May, 1927. The 
others ranged from $37,000 to $44,- 
250. 

“It is almost incredible,” Mon- 
aghan said, ‘‘that these millions 
could repose in the vaults of a 
bank with no one identified as their 
owners. Neither the high officers 
of the bank nor any of its employes 
seem to be able to explain to us 
who the depositors are. We are 
determined, however, to find out 
who deposited the money under 
names which we know to be false. 

“It is interesting to note that 
huge sums of money have been de- 
posited in this same bank by the 
Quaker Industrial Alcohol Distil- 
lery, an establishment with which 
Max ‘Boo Boo’ Hoff is understood 
to have been closely identified.’’ 

Hoff, a manager of prize fight- 
ers, was characterized by the Dis- 
trict Attorney shortly after the 
opening of the investigation on 
Aug. 20 as “king of bootleggers.”’ 
The Quaker distillety was pad- 
locked several months ago.

VIENNA, Oct. 23.—Anti-Jewish 
riots, which continued for weeks 
in Budapest technical schools and 
universities last year, have broken 
out again. 
| To head them off, Count Kle- 
belsberg, Minister of Education, 
has created “rectors” for all edu- 
cational institutions who will be 
held responsible if further riots 
occur. He has announced that he 
will close any institution the au- 
thorities of which are incapable of 
putting an end to what he calis a 
“national disgrace.” He has or- 
dered the dismissal of all students 
thelr Jew! in further attacks on 


— 


their Jewish fellows. 

The liberalism of Jews in poli- 
| Ses is given as one of the chief 
causes of the attacks on them this 
year. Simultaneously: with the at- 
tacks upon individual Jewish stu- 
| dents, the Herald Democrat and 
‘other newspapers, only compara- 
tively liberal, have suffered. A 
Socialist bookshop connected with 
the Socialist newspaper, Nepszava, 
was broken into and plundered by 
Nationalist rioters, who also dem- 
onstrated in front of the newspa- 
per Azest, one of the principal 
newspapers of Hungary, which had 
deprecated the anti-Jewish dem- 
onstrations. 

r To frighten off the mob _§ sev- 
eral shots were fired over. the 
heads of the rioters from the win- 
dows of the newspaper plant. 
This served only to enrage the 
demonstrators and the newspaper 
undoubtedly . would have . been 
stormed if police reserves had not 
arrived in time to establish order. 

The principal attacks on Jewish 
students occurred at the Medical 
School, where sot of them were 
stoned, and at the Central Univer- 
sity building, where groups of 
Jewish students were surrounded 
and driven into the streets, the 
rioters preferring to attack them 
outside the University grounds.

Martin Van Buren, born in Kine 
derhook, Columbia County, N. Y., 


Dec. 5, 1772, was the first. He 
served as chief executive from 
1837 to 1841. 

The second was Millard  Fill- 


more, who was born in the town- 
ship of Locke, Cayuga County, Jan, 
7, 1800, and the third was Theo- 
dore Roosevelt, born in New York 
City, Oct, 27, 1858. 

Smith was born in New York 
City, Dec. 30, 1873. If he receives 
the presidency he also will be the 
fourth New York Governor to take 
that place. Van Buren, Grover 
Cleveland and Roosevelt all served 
as Governor of the Empire State, 
Cleveland was a native of New Jer- 
sey.

WARNS AGAINST WET

Criticises Franklin Roose- 
velt and Other Democrats 
for Unfriendliness During 
World War.

NEW YORK, Oct. 23.—A broad- 
side appealing for support of Her- 
bert Hoover on the ground that he 
is “of German extraction and p-oud 
of it” and as a rebuke to Gov. 
Smith’s advocates and advisers for 
their alleged unfriendliness to Ger- 
many during and after the war, is 
being mciled to voters of German 
descent by the Germanic group of 
the Hoover-Curtis committee. 

The circular, written in German, 
makes particular reference to 
Franklin D. Roosevelt, Den.» ratic 
candidate for Governor of New 
York, and quotes him as saying 
during the campaign of 1920, when 
he was Democratic candidate for 
Vice President, that German-Amer- 
icans were “a dangerous -lement, 
which was seen to be unloyal dur- 
ing the war.” 

The accuracy of this quotation 
was questioned by the Roosevelt 


) State headquarters after an exam- 


| ination of the speech from which 
the quotation was said to have been 
| taken. In the speech, Roosevelt’s 
| manager said yesterday, the candl- 
| date criticised President Harding 
for seeking “the support of hy- 
phenated groups,” but made no 
reference to disloyalty on the part 
of German-Americans. 
George Viereck Criticised. 

The nearest reference t. German 
support in the speech, it was said, 
was a criticism of the efforts of 
George Sylvester. Viereck to enlist 
_the German-American vote for 
| Harding. 
| Responsibility for the circular 
| Was accepted yesterday on behalf 
of the committee by Edward Em- 
erson of the Germanic group. The 
only qualification Emerson made 
| was that the appeal should not 
have been sent out on stationery 
carrying the name of the commit- 
tee, as ‘“‘not all of them had been 
consulted.” This, he said, was a 
multigrapher’s error. 

The circular warns the German- 
Americans against putting faith in 
Smith’s stand for modification of 
the prohibition act and then com- 
ments on the character of t’.e Gov- 
ernor’s advisers.
